Today'h Telegraphic News
The War in ihe Kaat.

London, April 11..There haa been
little news today in regard to the rnove-

gaaata of the hostile rleets iu the wat-rs
of the far East.
The only news so far has been the re¬

ported sighting ol two Japanese eraiaara
oa Sunday heading loward Siugapore,
aud watching the route toward Saigon,
Cochiu Cbioa.
The experU agree that for the preseut

Admiral Togo will probably content
himself with uaing his swil'i vessels for
cutting out odd stragglers, especially
Ruaaian colliers.

lt ia underatood that Admiral Rojest-
vensky can put aeven battleahip* into
the conflict against four or five Japanese
battleahips. He ia also believed to have
the numericai superiority in cruisers.
The Japanese have m considerable pre-
ponderanceofswift amall craft, and are

not irnpeded by colliers. as they have the
advantage of a good base.

London, April 11..A private tele-
gram received here from Siogapore says
that four large steamers, apparently col¬
liers, paaaetl Siugapore this moruing,
going eastward. It is believed the ves-

sel9 are the auvauce guard ol' the sixteen
(ierman vessels which were chartered
by Rusaia as supply ships to the Baltic
gquadrou. It is supposed that Admiral
Rojestvensky is awaiting tbe arriva! of
this fleet before trying to croaa theChiua
taa.

Togo has conrentral'd his naval i'orce
and fully organizod it lor action. The
dispatch says that the Japanese com-

mamler has arranged his rlect in three
divisions. Iu the tirst division, are the
fastest cruisers, which lorm a flying
squadron, for scouting purposes, and to

open the attack. The more powerful
vessels lorm the Btooad division under
the imuiediiUe command of Togo, and
the third dimiou is a reserve "quadron.
